Capitol. His testimony yesterday 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee appeared to have 
sidetracked for good a proposal 
that Eisenhower come home to 
testify himself. 

The proposal, by Senator Mc- 
Mahon (Dem.), Connecticut, lost 
one supporter and two others who 
had favored the idea seemed luke- 
warm after Gruenther’s appear- 
ance yesterday. 


Heavy Cost of Arms. 


Gruenther told the House com- 
mittee today that Eisenhower's 


SHAPE command (Supreme Head- ec # 


quarters of the Allied Powers in 
Europe) is constantly reminded 
of the cost of Europe’s buildup, 
which has come under congres- 
sional attack. 


Eisenhower believes. his deputy 
said, that “if we create a military 
force and destroy the economies 
of the United States and the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
— nations, our work will be in 
va ad 


“We are the first to claim that 
the economy of the United States 
is the major asset,” Gruenther 
testifie 

He said “very great progress” 
had been made in the past year in 
building western Europe’s de- 
fenses. Although “very grave 
problems” are ahead, “we are 
very definitely convinced” that 
the buildup will succeed in hold- 
ing off Russia. 


Gives Military Outline. 


The four-star general made 
these other points: 

1. The active Soviet force of 
4,000,000 armed men (175 divi- 
sions), 20,000 aircraft (including 
some “fine” MIG 15 jets) and 300 
submarines has capacities of a 
“threatening” nature. But each 
year of western Europe’s buildup 
means the chances for a success- 
ful Russian attack diminish 
further. 

2. “I do not subscribe in any 
way, shape or form to the idea 
that war is inevitable.” 

3. The “only element in which 
the Soviet machine exceeds us is 
in unity.” Gruenther said the 
Communist unity is enforced by 
“distasteful” totalitarian meth- 
ods. He also said the West has 
reached the point where “there 
is no problem” of unity on the 
military side. 

4. The drain of the French 
Indochina war on France is “se- 
vere” and the “outlook for solv- 
ing” that Far Eastern battle “‘is 
not good.” 

5. Gruenther said the Euro- 
peans are doing their best in the 
defense effort and “there is no 
question ‘n our minds” that they 
will fight. 

6. Eisenhower’s headquarters 
considers the creation of an ade- 
quate air force as its No. 1 prob- 
lem, and the maintenance of 
economies “most important.” The 
creation of a land reserve and 
German participation are other 
basic problems, he said. 

Asked where the Russian at- 
tack might come, Gruenther said: 
“TI don’t think it will ever come” 
if the Western Allies take prepa- 
ration. “It is in our power to pre-

WASHINGTON, March 25 (UP) 
-~~Absentee yoting laws of some 
states keep an estimated 600,000 
soldiers from casting -ballots in 
this year’s presidential election, a 

Defense Department spokesman 


Another 1,200,000 members of 
the armed forces are not old 
enough to vote, the spokesman 
estimated, but under present ab- 
sentee laws would have difficulty 
casting a ballot even if they met 
the age qualification. 

The total of 1,800,000 represents 
about half of the nation’s armed 
forces. 

The spokesman said many of 
the 600,000 who are otherwise 
qualified will find it difficult to 
vote or be unable to unless state 
laws covering absentee ballots are 
changed. 


NEW POINT SYSTEM 
DESIGNED TO SLOW 
KOREA ROTATION 


EIGHTH ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Korea, March 25 (AP)— 
The Eighth Army today announced 
a new point system, effective April 
1, designed to slow down the ro- 
tation of troops from Korea. 
Soldiers will still need 36 con- 
structive months service (cms) to 
qualify for rotation. But soldiers 
in the immediate rear areas will 
get only three cms a month in- 
stead of four. Gombat soldiers 
continue ‘at four cms a month, 
and rear area soldiers two. 

The Eighth Army said the 
change was necessary because of 
“the reduced number of troops 
available as replacements for Ko- 
rea.”

AVERAGE FACTORY 
WAGE UP 5 PCT. 
SINCE JANUARY 1951 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (UP) 
~The average wage of the na- 
tion’s 13,000,000 factory workers 
has risen 5 per cent since Jan- 
uary 1951, while the cost of living 
index has gone up about 34 per 
cent. 

The Bureau of Labor statistics 
figured the average wage 
factory workers was $1.64 an 
hour in mid-February. That re- 
presented an increase of'8 cents | 
an hour.since the Government 
clamped on wage-price controls. 

The Bureau said the higher 
average wages resulted from 
cost-of-living increases approved 
by the Wage Stabilization Board, 
and from other factors, including 
more overtime and an influx of 
workers into higher-paying de- 
fense industries.

Two Men Captured. 


Several hours after the robbery 
here two men were shot by police 
in a wild automobile chase a 
short distance across the state 
line in New Hampshire, some 40 
miles north.

possession led them to throw a 
ome around their car and sum- 
mon the FBI.

Miss Sterling said she lost con- 
sciousness and the next thing she 
remembered was running down a 
road and stumbling into a friend’s 
apartment. 

Doctors said the actress's body 


was “bruised from her feet to her 
neck” as if she bad been beaten 
with a cane. Dr. Henry W. Eph- 
raim said she “received the brutal 
beating by someone versed in 
this dubious art.” 

The actress collapsed in hys- 
terics after giving officers her 
version of the beating. 

Sheriff's officers, however, 
noted conflicting times given by 
various principals in the case and 
announced, “we’re going to round 
up and question all concerned to 
get to the bottom of this.” 


Miss Sterling told investigators 
that Bob Calhoun, wealthy oil- 
man, had driven her home short- 
ly after 2 a.m. She said the men 
seized her as she was entering the 
apartment she shared with Mrs. 
Elizabeth Ann Jackson. 

Jimmy Byron, night club press 
agent who also had been with 
Miss Sterling during the night, 
told police she could not have 
reached the apartment before 
6 a.m. 


The landlady at the apartment 
house, Mrs. H. C. Kemp, said she 
saw Miss Sterling come in at 6:15 
a.m. She said there seemed to be 
nothing wrong with the actress 
and said she primped before a 
mirror before going into Mrs. 
Jackson's apartment. 


Officers identified Mrs. Jack- 
son as the woman who brought a 
paternity suit against millionaire 
food store executive, Edmond E. 
Herrscher last year. The case was 
dismissed in December. 

Miss Sterling told officers she 
had moved in with Mrs. Jackson 
because a private investigator, | 
Billy Lewis, had threatened “he 
would have me beaten up.” 

Lewis represented fur designer 
Yolanda Elliott; who recently was 
acquitted of stealing a $2000 
fur jacket from Miss Sterling 
when they parted as roommates. 
Mrs. Elliott countered with a 
$100,850 “malicious prosecution” 
action.

14 DEAD IN MALAYA | 
IN ONE OF WORST 
AMBUSHES BY REDS 


KUALA LUMPUR, March 25. 
(AP)—One of the worst Commu- 
nist ambushes in the history of 
Malaya’s undeclared Red war 
took the lives today of 14 per- 


sons, including a hero of the 
famed “wooden horse” escape 
from a wartime German prison 
camp. | 

Two Britons, two Malay civil-. 
fans and eight Malay policemen 
were killed in a guerrilla attack 
as they tried to repair a water 
pipeline cut by Reds 45 miles 
north of here. Two Communists 
also were reported killed. 

One of the British dead was 
Richerd Michael Clinton Codner, | 
3l-year-old assistant district of- 
ficer in the area, who with two 
other R.A.F. officers in a World 
War II German prison used a 
homemade wooden vaulting horse 
to conceal their digging of a tun- 
nel through which thev later bur- 
rowed to freedom. The exploit 
was written into a postwar bést- 
seller, “The Wooden Horse,” by 
Eric Williams. 

Today’s ambush occurred at Tan- 
jong Malim, a guerrilla “black 
spot” where seven Gordon High- 
landers were killed from ambush | 
last month. 


STRIKE OVER AFTERNOON TEA |

ISLE OF GRAIN, England, 
March 25 (AP)—A mushrooming . 
strike which began over a cup of 
tea brought work to a near-stand- 
still today on a $112,000,000 oil 
refinery construction job.

FEWER DAIRY COWS 
IN U.S., BUT THEY 
GIVE MORE MILK 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—The nation’s dairy cow popula- 
tion is dwindling, but the cows 
on hand are doing their jobs bet- 
ter these days. 

That word comes from the De- 
partment of Agriculture. In 1950, 
there were 12 per cent fewer 
cows in the United States than 
in 1945, but they produced near- 
ly as much milk, averaging 500 
pounds more than their sisters of 
five years. back. 

Here are the figures: 

In 1945, there were 25,329,000 
cows in the country and they 
turned out 121% billion pounds 
of milk, an average of 4797 
pounds per cow. In 1950, 22,- 
779,000 cows produced 120,600,- 
000,000 pounds of milk, an aver- 
age per cow of 5292 pounds.

Vandenberg was right about 
Hull’s. desire. Later on in the 
Committee of Eight sessions, 
Vandenberg disclosed perhaps 
his main reason for wanting to 
know in advance whether it was 
going to be a good peace or a 
bad one, 

‘The Shadow of a Doubt.’ 


“Over all these negotiations 
(and there certainly was an ear- 
nest effort to find common ground) 
hung the shadow of a doubt as to 
whether we (or even Hull him- 
self) were in possession of full 
information as to what peace 
terms may have already been 
agreed upon between Roosevelt, 
Stalin and Churchill. ... We all 
believe in Hull. But none of ws 
is sure that Hull knows the whole 
story.” 

Months later, Edward R. Stet- 
tinius Jr. (pinch-hitting for Hull, 
who was ill) gave Vandenberg 
some reassurance on this point of 
doubt. In framing his question, 
Vandenberg was peculiarly pre- 
scient in his choice of a hypothet- 
ical case. 

NOV, 24, 1944: DIARY: | 

“‘Suppose Poland is cut back 
to the Curzon Line by the ulti- 
mate peace and theoretically com- 
pensated by a slice of Prussia, 
and suppose this is so repugnant 
to Poland that serious friction and 
unrest and potential trouble re- 
sult: can Poland take this case to | 
the League for redress?’

Few men in Washington have been more per- 
sistent than Senator H. Styles Bridges in holding 
the conduct of others to strictest account. The 
New Hampshire Republican has been quick to 
criticize Democratic influence peddlers, five per- 


centers, mink coaters, ice boxers and all the 


rest of the motley crew which has done so much 


* to lower confidence in government. 


Because Senator Bridges has been among the 
foremost critics, special interest attaches to his 
role, if any, in the ease of Hyman Klein. For 
Hyman Klein is the Baltimore liquor dealer 
who ran a $1000 investment in foreign liquor 
into a $5,000,000 profit and is involved in 
“jeopardy tax assessments” for about $7,000,000 
since 1948. 

A’ House Ways and Means subcommittee is 
trying to find out why Senator Bridges, along 
with Henry (the Dutchman) Grunewald inter- 
ceded in behalf of Klein with the Federal Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau. Yet Klein now tells the 
committee that he does not know Bridges and 
that he would not recognize Grunewald “if I 
fell over him.” He says he authorized no one 
except his own lawyers to act in his case. 

Senator Bridges may have had no improper 
and direct part in this situation. All that is 
known so far is that William Power Maloney, 
Grunewald’s lawyer, told the subcommittee last 
week that he asked Bridges to “inquire” about 
the case and that he made the request of the 
New Hampshire Senator “as a personal favor.” 

The course of the subcommittee is clear as 
day. It is for the investigators to ask Senator 
Bridges to appear before them and testify as to 
the facts. If he is in the clear that will come out. 
If he is involved in an influence episode that 
will come out, too. 

What is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. When a Senate subcommittee wanted to 
ask Senator McCarthy some questions he refused 
to appear and answer. Surely no Senator can 
seriously argue that there are two sets of stan- 
dards—one for Collectors of Internal Revenue 
and one for members of the Senate. . 

Senator Bridges is the public official who, 
through part of his tenure in Congress, was paid 
$35,000 a year by the United Mine Workers of 
America as a fund trustee. The full facts about 
that sideline activity of Senator Bridges became 
public in 1949 as result of testimony by another 
UMWA employe before a Senate committee. 

This is an additional reason for an invitation 
to Senator Bridges to tell what, if anything, he 
knows about the Hyman Klein case and the 
Internal Revenue Bureau.

It’s Easy to Be a “Doctor” 

A popular magazine carries the advertising of 
a Kansas City correspondence school which of- 
fers its students a doctor’s degree in psychology 
and a career as a teacher or practitioner. What is 
more, the school stresses that it is chartered by 
the state. | 

Reputable psychologists from the University 
of Missouri, the Missouri Psychological Associa- 
tion and the Menninger Foundation in Topeka, 
Kansas, however, regard the institution as a “di- 
ploma mill.” The layman, too, may be skeptical 
about the healing arts taught by such a cor- 
respondence school. But there is little to safe- 
guard the public so long as the claims are broad 
enough and vague enough. | 

What Missouri needs is a state law for the 
certification of bona fide psychologists, a law 
such as those in force in the more progressive 
states. This is favored not only by the psycholo- 
gists’ professional organization, but also by the 
American Psychiatric Association and a commit- 
tee of the American Medical Association. Such 
a law would prescribe the course of studies re- 
quired by reputable schools, and it would pro- 
vide for adequate examinations: Thus it would 
make it impossible for persons only vaguely 
trained or not trained at all to impose them- 
selves on the public as “psychologists.” 

A bill providing for such certification was in- 
troduced in the Legislature under sponsorship 
of the Missouri Psychological Association, but it 
never did get out of committee. Outstanding 
teachers and doctors testified in favor of it, but 
apparently the legislators had other business. 
And so the people of Missouri go without a 
needed protection, 
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Aid for Tornado Victims 

St. Louisans of generous tmpulse have a rare 
opportunity to share in the vital task of helping 
victims in the tornado-devastated areas to the 
south. They can grasp this chance by making 
openhanded contributions to the fund-raising 
drive of the American Red Cross, an important 
factor in the rehabilitation effort now under way. 

Nationally the Red Cross has increased its 
disaster fund by $5,000,000. In St. Louis, the 
local chapter is attempting to raise about $120,000 
for disaster relief. This is in addition to the 
$1,195,937 goal of the St. Louis chapter’s annual 
drive, now in progress. That drive had been 
lagging when the tornadoes struck. Now, cam- 
paign leaders are asking help from all who 
haven't given, as well as additional aid from 
those who have. 

Every cent will be put to good use. In Arkan- 
sas, for example, the state has no emergency re- 
lief fund. It probably will receive some federal 
aid. But in the meantime, it must depend upon 
agencies like the Red Cross and others. The 
private relief groups must in turn depend upon 
the generosity of citizens throughout the land. 
Surely St. Louisans will give the Red Cross the 
help it deserves—for others. 
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Kansans Against Flood Control 

We have often criticized the Army Engineers’ 
plans and politicking for water control in the 
Missouri River Valley. But for any group of Kan- 
sans to oppose flood control, after the holocaust 
that descended upon their state in the summer 
of 1951, strikes us as well-nigh unbelievable. 
And opposition to flood control, regardless, 
seems to be the view of 350 citizens who recently 
gathered at Randolph, Kan., to oppose construc- 
tion of the Army Engineers’ proposed Tuttle 
Creek dam on the Blue river near Manhattan. 

It may be that if an all-purpose plan for the 
Missouri can be drawn up, less land will have 
to be flooded and fewer families will have to 
be moved, for the present way of patching to- 
gether several disparate plans is the most waste- 
ful way. It may be that the residents of the 
Blue Valley of Kansas from whom the current 
hue and cry is going up might not be among 
those who would have to move. It may be that 
any new projects in the present unsatisfactory 
makeshift plans should be held up pending the 
study of the presidential commission headed by 
James Lawrence, editor of the Lincoln (Neb.) 
Star and Senator Hennings of Missouri. 

But whatever dams are eventually built, and 
wherever they are built, and by whatever agency 
they are constructed and operated, some fami- 
lies—hundreds of them—are going to have to 
submit to relocation in the larger interest. Such 
undiseriminating end selfish opposition as the 
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to help those who have escaped totalitarian rule, 
and something else again to have a direct hand 
in such escapes., There are those in Washington 
who would have American agents use American 
funds in this way behind the Iren Curtain. They 
ought to ask themselves what their reaction 
would be if Russian agents were caught at the

Would we not cohsider this a Soviet :violation 
of United States sovereignty? What kind of an 
answer could Washington make if it officially 
adopted such a policy, and this were then chal- 
lenged by the Kremlin? In our continuing fight 
against Communist infiltration, we had better 
stand firm against the temptation to play accord- 
ing to Red ground rufes. 

There is more than enough that we can do 
while remaining well within our rights. Nor 
should all our aid be to refugees from Commu- 
nism. As Mr. Truman pointed out, our immigra- 
tion policies should also be relaxed for the bene- 
fit of people from such densely populated coun- 
tries as Italy. This could be a direct contribution 
to increased economic stability in Europe and, 
thus, a step against the Insecurity on which Com- 
munism thrives. ‘ 
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Postmark St. Louis 

It is disappointing but not surprising to learn 
that there was a St. Louis postmark on the en- 
velopes which took the anti-Semitic smear propa- 
ganda sheets into the New Hampshire primary 
to oppose Gen. Eisenhower. The mailings origi- 
nated with Don Lohbeck, St. Louis representa- 
tive of Gerald L. K. Smith, leader of the so- 
called Christian Nationalist party—which as St.

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As Judge Hulen Said 

In sentencing James P. Finnegan for miscon- 
duct as former Internal Revenue Collector, 
United States District Judge Rubey M. Hulen 
said this of the defendant: 

He has weakened the confidence of the 
public in the honesty and the integrity of 
the Government. 

By retribution the certainty of justice in the 
Finnegan case will strengthen the confidence of 
the public in the honesty and the integrity of 
the Government. For the case did not end as it 
began or as other tax cases ended elsewhere. 

The Finnegan case began with Chief Judge 
George H. Moore resisting indirect pressure and 
uninvited advice from Washington, where there 
was an official reluctance to have the case begin 
at all. But Judge Moore persisted. He directed 
and prodded a grand jury which indicted Finne- 
gan. Under Judge Hulen the case proceeded 
with fairness and thoroughness to conviction. 

This was a remarkable contrast to some devel- 
opments in California-at the same time. There 
one Federal Judge dismissed a grand jury which 
wanted to continue an inquiry into tax evasion. 
Another judge said a jury could not investigate 
unless authorized to do so by a United States 
District Attorney. A third ruled that a grand 
jury had no right to criticize the tax bureau. 

The Finnegan case answers procedural detours 
and efforts to cover up. Judges Moore and Hulen 
not only did their duty, but did it with vigor. 
The results are a credit to the judiciary and a 
warning to those who tamper with the tax system.

Distortion of bargaining process by government intervention may 
lead to stronger political role by unions, says AFL leader; wage 
earners hold sacrifices unequal, do not recognize war crisis;

The full impact of our present wage- 
stabilization program on collective bargain- 
ing is not yet clearly visible to the naked 
eye, but there is little doubt that when a 
balance sheet is taken at some future date, 
it will show that considerable changes in 
industrial relations in this country have 


ed. 
To assess these changes it is n 
first to have an insight into the bargain- 
ing process itself. 
Collective bargaining has a simple rou- 
tine. At the first session both parties 


‘usually affirm their desire to come to an 


amicable settlement, 
to adjust their differ- 
ences fairly and 
equitably, and so on 
—all platitudes, sin- 
cere or otherwise. 
Once these plati- 
tudes are disposed 
of, management asks 
the union what it has 
in mind, and the 
union negotiators lay 
down their demands 
for contract revision 
—just about twice as 
much as they expect P 
to get. What is sig- Walter Reuther 
nificant here is that 
the logical data and arguments given at 
the bargaining sessions are always second- 
ary to the articulated wish of the member- 
ship for higher earnings. 


A Third Force in Bargaining 


One year a union may ask for a raise 
to cover an increase in living costs; the 
next year, when living costs are stable, to 
correct an inequity; the third year, when 
neither of these conditions exist, to share 
more equitably in higher profits or greater 
productivity. In other words, the argu- 
ment is tailored to fit the need. 

Management, at the bargaining table, 
also tailors its arguments to fit its need. 

If business has been profitable, manage- 
ment refuses to discuss profits and instead 
points to competiters who pay less wages 
for the same job. If competitors pay more, 
the company then argues either that the 
jobs are not comparable or that its profits 

declined.

In retrospect it is obvious that collec- 
tive bargaining, while it has many nuances 
and many factors, is in the last analysis 
a matter of relationship of forces—a pow- 
er relationship. Wage stabilization intro- 
duces a third force into the bargaining 
process which is stronger than either party 
and ‘which can, except in rare instances, 
impose its will.

Breaking Out of the Rut 


Intervention of wage stabilization thus 
forces labor eventually in two directions: 

1. There is a certain moral deteriora- 
tion. Unions—and, in many cases where 
employers are short of help and need 
higher wages to attract personnel, employ- 
ers too—are constantly trying to figure 
out “angles” for circumventing board pol- 
icy. In the board structure itself there 
soon ensues a whole series of “deals.” 

2. The union leadership finds itself 
more artd more isolated from its rank and 
file and must uncover scapegoats of one 
type or another to hold its position. 

The rank-and-file worker sees no advan- 
tages to himself in wage stabilization— 
not even as much advantage as he had 
during World War II. The American work- 
er does not recognize that we are in a war 
crisis.

But “The Decline” electrified the 
intelligentsia of his time, and even today, 
a generation later, its conclusions still 
meet with wide acceptance. 

Spengler was, in fact, the first of the 
modern champions of the cyclical theory 
in history. In “Tne Decline” he postu« 
lated the view that all civilization passed 
through the same process of birth, growth, 
maturity and decay. His argument was 
buttressed by one of the most encyclopedic 
displays of erudition ever placed between 
the covers of a single work. He saw our 
own Western civilization as being in the 
winter of its existence. Democracy, he 
maintained, was a sham, and world peace 
unattainable, a contention eagerly seized 
upon by the Nazis at the time. 

In this admirable pioneer study of 
Spengler, Mr. Hughes points out that de- 
tractors have since shot plenty of holes 
into Spengler’s reasoning, while later ex- 
ponents of the cyclical theory, such as 
Toynbee, have softened the asperities of 
his determinism. Yet, whether you be- 
lieve in Spengler’s pessimism or not, the 
fact remains that “The Decline” is an ex- 
traordinary combination of historical diag- 
nosis and prophecy. Mr. Hughes does not 
deny this in his brisk analysis, although he 
overlooks none of the book’s weaknesses 
or errors. 

Why then does “The Decline of the 
West” continue to hold of the imagi- 
nation with its message of doom? Mr. 
Hughes has the answer: “‘The Decline’ 
bulks largest as the massive concretization 
of a state of mind—the state of mind of 
an old society anticipating its end. It 
formulates more comprehensively than 
any cther single book the modern malaise 
that so many fee] and so few can express. 
It has become the classic summary of the 
now familiar pessimism of the twentieth- 
century West.”

Boxing officials in New York 
state and Illinois have signed an 
agreement calling for the mutual 
recognition of suspensions and 
other penalties for the first time 
since 1937.

46 Y mother feels that she’s failing as a mother. It's 
M because I don’t tell her things the way I used to, 


She feels that she’s failed at the close relationship,” 
13-yearsold Jill told us one day. “But she hasn't really. It 
hasn't anything to do with her. It’s just me. I don’t want to 
be close to anyone.” 

“Tt don't want to be close to anyone!” If every 13-year- 
old could wear a sign to that effect, it might help us to keep 
hands off. 

But if we are perceptive, we don’t need a written sign. 
By all his actions, the child of this age is telling us, more 
plainly than in words, that he wants, for a little while at 


least, to be by himself.

THERE ARE AGES at a child can withdraw from 
you, emotionally, even while he remains in the same room with 
you, but not so with thirteen. He needs to withdraw physically, 
and he does so by going to his room. He usually shuts the 
door. He may lock it. 


*. Don’t pursue him. 

- “But he’s a regular hermit,” many mothers complain. 
“T never see anything of him. He might as well be a stranger 
in’ his own house.” 

Then let him be a stranger. 

As children grow up, they repeatedly go through stages 
when they seem to need to withdraw from the intimate and 
sometimes excessive pressures of close family living. Some 
show these stages more clearly than others because some 
children are at all times more ‘withdrawn than others. 

But regardless of their basic individuality, nearly any 
13-year-old is apt to cloister himself behind his (or her) own 


locked door.

RESPECT THIS NEED for solitude even if it leaves you 
lonely. It should not. By the time your child is 13, you 
should at least have begun the process of learning to live 
your own separate life once more. 3 

This does not mean that you need'to walk entirely sepa- 
rate paths. At every age there are many-things which a child 
and his parents can and do enjoy sharing. But the adolescent 
will share more willingly if he is the one.who seeks out your 
company and companionship, not the other way around. 

And however you feel, don't let him know that you feel 
left out. Don't say, as one parent, whom we overheard, said 
hopefully to her daughter as she picked her up in the car 
after school: “Parents are some good, after all, aren't tHey, 
dear?” Her daughter merely looked discouraged, and didn’t 
answer. 

Let them give you compliments if they will; but don't 
pursue them with a demand for companionship, compliments, 
closeness. Thirteen is like Kipling’s cat—he walks by himself.

Good Counseling

RS, L. needs a little training in the techniques of coun- 

seling. 

_“T have a large Sunday school class of adolescents,” 
she writes, “and I have found your advice very helpful in 
giving them some practical education. I want these young 
people to have high ideals and sound standards of behavior, 
in getting along with each other. I want them to realize that 
there is no conflict between science and religion—each of 
them reinforces the other. I want to teach them to keep out 
of trouble, and I also want to help them when they are in 
trouble. 

“It’s the latter job that worries me. I don’t know just 
how to go about counseling them. I am always afraid I’ll do 
more harm than good; yet I don’t dare refuse to do some- 
thing. Can you give me any suggestions?” .

YOU ARE NOT the only person who is called on to do 
counseling, Mrs, L. All of us are, Every physician, lawyer, 
nurse, teacher, Y.W.C.A. secretary, Boy Scout executive, 
clergyman, worker in religious education—to name only a 
few—all of us have to do counseling in ‘one way or another. 
Every parent has to counsel his own children—maybe his 
own in-laws! 

All of us, therefore, should have some understanding of 
the principles and techniques. You can take a correspondence 
course in this; you can get some books from the public 
library to guide you. If you’d like a list of good books, write 
me in care of the Post-Dispatch, and ask for a reading list 
on counseling, but please enclose a stamped, -self-addressed 
envelope with your request.

MOST OF THE GOOD counseling is done by setting a 
good example. It is also done indirectly. You remember the 
story of the fellow who told a girl an off-color story. When 
she didn’t bat an eyelash, he asked, “Don’t you see the point?” 

“Not if it’s what I think it is,” she replied. 

She was counseling him, in a very effective way. 

Good counseling is not aggressive; not bossy. It’s not 
telling people what to do (in most instances); it is helping 
them understand and decide for themselves what to do. You 
can start with these suggestions: 

1, Deal with causes, not symptoms. If the baby cries, you 
don't tell him to stop crying, you find out why he is crying 
and try to remove the cause. 

2. Deal with one thing at a time. You can’t make over 
. anybody—yourself for instance—as a whole, but by taking 
one point after another to work on. 

3. Don't take anything away unless you put something 
better in its place. Alcoholics Anonymous, for instance, long 
ago discovered that you can’t merely take alcohol away from 
a man; you put something better—a working religion—in its 
place.

'Gabby' Gabreski, Who Handles Jet 
Plane or Desk Job With Equal Effi- 
ciency, Is 'A Real Tiger Always Look- 
ing for Scrap’; Adopted 355 Orphans

N the headquarters hut of the 


Fifty-first Fighter Wing, on a, 


muddy airfield _ still being 
carved by bulldozers out of South 
Korean rice paddies, a young man 
with an unlighted cigar clenched 
between his teeth bent over a 
wire recorder one day a few 
weeks ago. 

On the walls Were photographs 
of all the wing’s jet pilots and 
celluloid-covered maps showing 
by red symbols how the stern- 
looking young men on the photo- 
graphs hoped to trap more Rus- 
sian MIGs. But for once the man 
at the wire recorder did not 
glance in their direction. He 
flipped a switch and from the 
loudspeaker came a chorus of 
high, childish voices. They were 
singing “Happy Birthday.” 

The man in the hut was gray- 
ing Col. Francis S. (“Gabby”) 
Gabreski, wing commander, and 
his four children back in Battle 
Creek, Mich., were helping him 
celebrate his thirty-third birthday 
by remote control. 

Col. Gabreski, son of Polish im- 
migrants who still have a little 
trouble with their English, is 
America’s top air ace. In World 
War II he accounted for 31 Nazi 
planes and he is the only big- 
name pilot of that old-fashioned 
scrap still in combat today. In 
Korea he has shot down four 
MIGs to date—one short of his 
second ace rating. Recently, the 
United States Junior Chamber of 
Commerce named him one of the 
Hoe outstanding young men of 

The colorful colonel is a key 
leader in the tough battle of the 
F-86 Sabre Jet against the faster 
and in some respects better MIGs 
which sometimes outnumber the 
Americans as much as four to 
one. He is a new species in 
American military history—the 
commander who leads men into 
combat 30,000 feet or mone above 
the ground and at incredible 


speeds.

OW does such a man operate? 
Where does he come from? 
What makes him tick? 
Flying is serious, methodical 
business with Gabreski. The 
stakes are high and you have to 
strain to be efficient at it. 
Gabreski is. When he’ isn’t fly- 
ing, he personally drives around 
his base in a closed jeep which 
is painted fire engine red and 
marked “Chief” below the wind- 
shield. At least once a day he 
is at the “line’—the operations 
headquarters where his jets are 
lined up. He attends screenings 
of gun camera film after mis- 
sions and pilot briefings. Atop 
wing headquarters he ordered in- 
stalled an 80-foot aerial for a 
short-wave receiver which he in- 
sists on keeping tuned to his 
pilots’ frequency so he can listen 
to the progress of their missions 
even while he is desk-bound. 
The colonel usually works until 
about 11 p.m. and there is little 
he won't do for the good of his 
outfit. Enlisted men like him 
because he pushed the building of 
an airmen’s club for them. The 
pilots like him because he knows 
their business first-hand and 
won't hesitate to call the Fifth 
Air Force Commander, Lt. 
Gen. Frank Everest, to plead for 
supplies. Once he spent his own 
money to telephone the North 
American Aircraft Corp., builder 
of the Sabre Jet, in California 
to ask them to rush some needed 
parts. 
He denies, however, a report 
according to which he recently 


hopped aboard a helicopter, 
landed atop an American trans- 
port ship and “intercepted” some 
incoming equipment consigned to 
another outfit. 

“He’s a real tiger,” says one of 
his pilots. “‘He looks eut for his 
boys and he’s always looking for 
a scrap.” 

“He wants to go first class and 
that’s the*way he goes,” says one 
of his ground officers. “He gets 
things for this squadron and he 
really instills a spirit.” 

Although his friends often call 
him “Gabby” and the nickname is 
painted on the nose of his own 
jet, Gabreski is not really gabby. 
In fact, he eats most of his meals 
in his own quarters and rarely 
shows up evenings in the officer’s 
club where his boys do their cele- 
brating. He wears the standard 
olive drab shirt, no necktie, none 
of his decorations (15 from World 
War II alone) and no insignia 
except tiny colonel’s eagles on 
collar and cap. He has lost about 
30 pounds since coming to Korea 
last summer and is now down to 
a trim 160 pounds. 

His pretty young wife Kay and 
his children, who range in age 
from five years to nine months, 
occupy his thinking in much of 
what little spare time he has. 
The wire recorder in his office is 
regularly used to transcribe mes- 
sages home. Often the colonel 
reads his youngsters stories such 
as the “Japanese Sandman” which 
he somehow’ acquired in Korea. 

Though much of his job is ad- 
ministrative, Gabreski usually 
flies missions every other day. He 
likes to fly as close as he can to 
the MIGs, both to shoot them 
down and to try to recognize 
whether the pilots are Chinese or 
occidental Russians, and flying 
“wing man” for the colonel is 
not a popular occupation. So far 
he has lost three wing men in 
Korea. 

Flying is the sole subject that 
makes Gabreski wax eloquent. 

“If I couldn’t fly in the Air 
Force I'd certainly be unhappy,” 
he says. “All fighter pilots must 
enjoy flying. It’s a darn hard 
thing to explain. As an individ- 
ual, you have all that power and 
you can do anything you darn 
well please. It’s quite a satisfac- 
tion to know that and that there 
are no roads to keep you confined. 
And I enjoy bad weather flying 
because I have to work.” 

Gabreski flew 166 missions in 
World War II. At the time when 
he was interviewed by a special 
correspondent for the Post-Dis- 
patch, he had flown “only”, 56 
missions in Korea. Yet he says: 

“I’ve been fired upon more in 
this war than in the last, surpris- 
ing as it sounds. And every time 
I’m fired upon I sort of cringe in 
the cockpit. When I see those 
red balls coming past my plane 
I’m just like any other individual. 
I fear the MIGs 23- and 27-mm. 
shells. When I first see a MIG 
I get very tense, but when I’m 
closing in on a sighting it’s a job. 
All the time we're out to provide 
protection for our fighter bomb- 
ers and shoot down MIGs. It’s 
our business.” 

Gabreski is wistful about the 
role of his boys as frequently out-

numbered and outrun underdogs. 

“If we had the advantage of 
the MIG pilots,” he says, “we 
would be in a very good position 
to annihilate them in a month or 
so.” As it is, his boys are more, 
than holding their own (most 
American losses are sustained by 
anti-aircraft fire-from the ground), 
a circumstance the colonel at- 
tributes to the likelihood that the 
Communists are using Korea as 
a training school for pilots. 

How does air action of World 
War II differ from the tussle 
above Korea? 

“It’s difficult to compare the 
two,” Col. Gabreski reflects. “In 
the first case the equipment is 
different and in the second case 
we’re fighting a localized war now 
—limited and restricted. All we’re 
doing now is testing our equip- 
ment and as a consequence we 
have a better derstanding of 
air-to-ground bat and _ jet- 
against-jet combat. In the last 
war, by pointing your nose down, 
you could out-speed a plane mov- 
ing straight and level. But now 
jets always travel at close to their 
maximum speed and they’re hard 
to catch.”

HE Gabreski story really: be- 
T en in 1909, when the colo- 

nel’s father, Stanley Gabry- 
zewski, arrived penniless from 
Poland and started working for 
the Pennsylvania Railroad with a 
pick and shovel at $50 a month. 
Eventually he married Josephine 
Kapic, who was also born in Po- 
land, openéd a grocery store in 
Oil City, Pa., and sent three of 
his five children through college. 
Thaddeus, 39, is a doctor in Oil 
City. Lettie, 37, runs the family 
grocery with her husband. Ber- 
nice married a dentist in nearby 
Newcastle, and Max, 26, recently 
graduated.from Notre Dame law 
school. 


It remains a pleasant puzzle to 
Papa Gabryzewski that he should 
have spent so much money send- 
ing his kids through school and 
that the investment should have 
paid off so well in a fine family 
whose members are all doing so 
nicely and have presented him 
with a total of 20 grandchildren. 

Francis Gabreski (he changed 
the spelling of the family name) 
carried papers and grocefies as a 
kid and starred on the Oil City 
High track team. He was taking 
a pre-medical course at Notre 
Dame in 1940 when he heard his 
parents talk worriedly of the fate 
of the old country. He enlisted in 
the Air Force, took basic training 
at Parks Air College in East St. 
Louis and was stationed at Wheel- 
er Field, Hawaii, when the Japa- 
nese attacked Pearl Harbor. By 
the time Lt. Gabreski got his

His first combat flight on anti- 
submartne patrol over the Pacific 
brought no glory either. Gabreski 
and his buddies spotted a sub all 
right and swooped down on it one 
by one.. but the sub just swam 
away. It turned out to be a whale 
and a few days later it was washed 
ashore, dead and evil-smelling. 

On the credit side, Gabreski 
met his future wife Kay Cochran 
in Hawaii. She was going to 
school there.

by” decided to take another crack 
at the field. Swooping over it

belly-land two miles beyond. His 
German interrogators told him 
they had been waiting for him for 
a long time. , 

The colonel spent 10 months at 
Stalag Luft I, a German prisoner 
of war enclosure at Barth, before 
liberation by advancing Russian 
troops. 

After his release the colonel 
finally got married, made bond 
tours and morale visits in war 
plants and eventually, quit the 
service to become assistant to the 
vice president in charge of for- 
eign sales at Douglas Aircraft Co., 
Santa Monica, Calif, 

He was a civilian for just a 
year. Back in uniform in 1947, the 
Air Force sent him to Columbia 
University to finish his college 
education. He received a degree 
in international affairs and wound 
up commanding a jet interceptor 
squadron at Selfridge Air Base, 
Mich., before receiving orders to 
go overseas once more. 

In Korea, in addition to his 
official job, Col. Gabreski recently 
“adopted” 355 native orphans who 
live in a Buddhist temple at 
Yongjoo. They are desperately 
short of food, fuel and clothing. 
“I went there myself,” the colonel 
says, “and it was really pathetic. 
The kids were shivering without 
warm clothing and you could see 
the sores on their legs.” 

Since that first visit, things 
have started happening to the 
orphans of Yongjoo. Col. Gabres- 
ki’s men collected money and 
bought some blue denim coats, 
trousers and dresses in Japan.
